If he had visitors— 
it wouldn’t take long for the 
hoodlum element to locate a fel- 
low throwing money around like 
that—they could easily remove 
half of the $600,000 without his 
knowing it.” 

Theory on Marsh Angle. 

Lt. Shoulders thinks, also, 
that Hall may have picked up 
the name of Thomas J. Marsh, 
whom he first blamed for kill- 
ing the Greenlease child, from 
a visitor to the motel. Hall has 
since exonerated Marsh, an ex- 
convict, of any blame in the kid- 
naping, saying he himself shot 
the boy. 

The police officer pointed out 
that the two suitcases found in 
Hall's apartment at the Town 
House, 5316 Pershing avenue, 
were only half full of 10- and 
20-dollar bills, indicating they 
probably contained the full 
$600,000 at one time. 

When Hall first broke down 
in the police station and admit- 
ted his particivation, he told 
Shoulders: “All the money’s 
there.” It was not until polic€ 
counted the bills several hours 
later they found only $293,000. 

Lt. Shoulders is confident the 
missing $300,000 will be recov- 
ered, observing that anyone in 
possession of the money, known 
in underworld parlance as “hot,” 
would be afraid to pass it. 

Search tontinued today in St. 
Joseph fer a bulky package re- 
ported to have been mailed from 
East St. Louis by a man answer- 
ing the description of Hall. 

It was learned that Federal 
Bureau of Investigation agents 
have questioned 22 St. Joseph 
postal workers, asking them if 
they handled a 40-pound pack- 
age, 24 by 12 by 8 inches, mailed 
from East St. Louis Oct. 5. 


Mail Carriers Questioned. 


Mail carriers at St. Joseph 
told the Post-Dispatch they were 
questioned Monday by FBI men, 
who gave them information 
about the package.

Korea Veterans Take Good Jobs 
Instead of Going to College 


CINCINNATI, O., Oct. 15 (UP) 
— Veterans of the Korean war 
are going after high-paying jobs 
instead of a college education 
but college enrollment .is_ in- 
creasing, Dr. Raymond Walters, 
president of the University of 
Cincinnati, said today in his 
annual stud. of college enroll- 
ments. 

He said a “considerable ‘pro- 
portion” of the veterans who 
applied to the Venterans’ Ad- 
ministration for certification to 


attend college are now part-time 


students in urban universities, 
thus receiving up to $50 per 
month educational entitlement 
from the Government’ while 
holding regular jobs. 

The normal freshman enroll- 
ment has broken the five-year 
downward trend in college en- 
rollment. This fall, the trend of 
full-time students in universities 
and four-year colleges “has 
turned slightly upward.” Korean 
veterans added to the enroll- 
ment “only in a fractional meas- 
ure of what had been antici- 
pated,” he said.

CCC Offers Attractive 


to Ease Pressure on 


Debt Limit. 


WASHINGTON, Oct. 15 (AP) 


*The Government has put into. 


action a plan for shifting some 
farm loans from federal to pri- 
vate books and thus keeping 
the Treasury's head from hit- 
ting the legal debt ceiling. 

The bookkeeping device went 
into effect yesterday when the 
Commodity Credit Corp. an- 
nounced it was offering to 
private banks $360,000,000 of its 
price support loans at an attrac- 
tive 2'2 per cent interest rate. 
The CCC is the Agriculture De- 
partment agency which handles 
price support loans to farmers. 

Commercial banks were of- 
fered nine-month “certificates 
of interest” covering $360,000.- 
000 worth of farm loans. The 
certificates would pay 2% per 
cent interest, compared to 154 
per cent yield on a comparable 
Treasury security now on the 
market. The CCC certificates 
are fully negotiable and will be 
repurchased by CCC on de- 
“mand. They are fully backed 
~by the Government. 

The offering was the first 
step in a series of moves under 
=& plan worked out to ease the 
~strain of the farm price sup- 
port program on the Treasury. 
«#: The Administration estimated 

August that price support 
ans would cost the Govern- 
ment $1,500,000,000 this fiscal 
year. However, in the first 
quarter of the fiscal year, from 
July 1 to Sept. 30, crop loans 
cost $621,000,000. The $1,500,- 
000,000 estimate for the year 
now appears very low. 

This threatened to increase 
the estimated deficit for this 
year. One informed source said 
this addition might be about a 
billion dollars. Also, it threat- 
ened to cause more borrowing 
by the Treasury to cover the 
deficit.

Put Plan in ‘Effect 
Without Consulting 
Full Congress. 


~—~Assistant tary of 
culture J. Earl Coke today re- 
jected a Democratic appeal to 
delay reorganization of the De- 
partment of Arigulture until 
Congress reconvenes. 

He said the department is 
“fully authorized” to put the 
plan into effect without con- 
sulting the fall Congress. Coke 
headed the committee that drew 
up the blueprint announced this 
week. 

Two Democratic Senators — 
Estes Kefauver (Tenn.) and Hu- 
bert H. Humphrey (Minn.)— 
asked Secretary Ezra T. Benson 
not to put the plan into effect 
until after Congress meets again 
in January. They said members 
of Congress should be given suf- 
ficient time to study the pro- 
posed drastic shake-up. 

PMA Elimination. 

The plan calls for elimination 
of the Production and Market- 
ing Administration which has 
come under G.OP. attack, cre- 
ation of two new offices to ab- 
sorb the bulk of PMA’s func- 
tions and the abolition of seven 
regional Soil Conservation Serv- 
ice offices. 

Humphrey said Benson gave 
his “personal assurance” that 
no major shake-up of the de- 
partment would be undertaken 
without giving congressmen am- 

le time to study the changes. 

é said the proposed changes 
should be considered bby the 
Agriculture and Government 
Operations Committees of both 
houses and by farmers. 

Department. officials briefed 
the Agriculture Committees and 
the agriculture appropriations 
subcommittees of the House and 
Senate on the plan before it was 
publicly announced. Coke said 
he would submit a copy of the 
project to the Senate Govern- 
ment Operationse Committe 
* today. 


The reorganization will be- | 


come effective sometime after 
Nov. 1—the deadline for inter- 
ested persons to evpress their 
views on the plan. It was au- 
thorized by a bill passed over 
Democratic opposition at the 
last session of Congress.

Another cake mix to 
which fresh eggs are added has 
a delicate, moist flavor which 
needs bow to no homemade 
ceke.

Tito Has No Place to Go if He Pulls Out 


of Western Camp, Allies 
Reasoned.

An important factor in the 
British-American decision to get 
out of Trieste and turn their 
occupation zone over to Italy 
seems to have been the estimate | 
that, no matter how much Mar- | 
shal Josip (Tito) Broz might 
complain, he wouldn't pull out of 
the western camp because he has | 
nowhere else to go. 

This theory was especially ex- 
pounded by Italy. 


United Nations and elsewhere, 
however, who differ. They are 
the ones who have always sus- 
pected that Tito would go back 
into Russia's Communist bloc at 
any time a gesture from Moscow 
coincided with a particular need 
of his own. 

It is true that Russia has been 
making passes, particularly in 
resumption of diplomatic rela- 
tions, which can be interpreted 
only as part of a desire to make 
peace with Tito, 

Tite Remembers. 
hatever Russia might want, 
however, Tito and Yugoslavia 
will not forget how they got 
burned before. 

Yugoslavia is doing pretty well 
now, economically, with the 
benefit of Allied aid. Under 


There are diplomats at the | 


Russian hegemony, it was all 
give and no take for the Balkan | 
country. Yugoslavia is close | 
enough to the Russian satellites 
to see clearly that, in a renewal 
of the old ties, there would be 
everything to lose and nothing 
to gain. 

And Tito, the old Communist, 
Moscow trained, is too well 
aware of Russian practice to 
doubt that they would open the 
door to him again only for the 
purpose of getting close enough 
to eliminate him. Or to obtain 
his help in a war. 

Political differences count for | 
little in a war. Witness British- | 
American-Russian co-operation 
in the last one when Britain 
agreed that American equipment 
destined for its desert armies 
should be diverted to Russia, 
and then had to take setbacks in 
Greece and Egypt. | 

It would be unwise for the | 
western powers to drive Yugo- 
slavia toward isolationism at this 
moment, and so set the stage | 
for it to bargain over its support | 
in case of war, as Italy did in 
World War I. 
Might Be Able to Go It Alone. 

Tito still has some major eco- | 
nomic problems, but he might be | 
able to make out for a long time | 
trying to stand alone. 

He has one of the finest armies | 
in Europe. His services in the | 
anti-Russian defense line are 
valuable and he knows it. It 
gives him bargaining power 
which, in any cold analysis, at 
least matches Italy's. 

Another thing to remember 
about Titc, as the Allies seek to 
extricate themselves from the 
Trieste problem, is that he has a 
dream. It was this dream which, 
more than any economic or 
political troubles, which alienat- 
ed him from Moscow. It is the 
aspiration to lead a Slav federa- 
tion of the Balkans. Russia 
knocked his head off about that 
because such a grouping might 
have been too strong for them 
to take over as they have the 
individual] countries. 

But it is doubtful that Tito 
has forgotten. It is at least con- 
ceivable that he would not 
shrink from some “incident” 
over Trieste which would be for-

MEXICO CITY, Oct. 15 (UP) 
~The Mexican Senate gave 
President Adolfo Ruiz Cortines 
its approval yesterday to leave 
the country to attend a banquet 
with President Eisenhower.

It can give 
more at no increase in cost because it can concentrate its 
tax-deductible contributions in high-tax and high-profit 
years. Gifts to a bona fide charitable trust are deductible as 
charitable contributions for income tax purposes.

To obtain the tax deduc- 
tions the trust must be irrevocable and the funds contributed 
may be used only for bona fide charitable purposes.

A Job for Secretary Wilson 


The news that is coming out of New York 
about the Army Signal Corp’s radar station at 
Fort Monmouth, N.J., is of such a character that 
the Department of Defense cannot safely hold 


itself aloof. 


If the leads which seemingly have been de- 
veloped by the Senate Permanent Investigating 
Committee stand, then this is a matter not only 
for Secretaries Wilson and Stevens but for the 
President as well. 

As related by Senators McCarthy of Wiscon- 
sin and Dirksen of Illinois, an espionage ring 
has existed at the experimental radar station 
with the result that some 40-odd secret docu- 
ments have been taken from confidential files 
at the laboratory. Some of these are said to have 
turned up in the Soviet zone in Germany. 

Just what the secret papers amount to, who 
took them and why and how they got to East 
Berlin is all very much still in the dark. Since 
radar is the means by which approach of enemy 
aircraft would be detected, spying into our radar 
net means spying into the country’s means for 
protecting itself. 

Senator McCarthy has so often hit the head- 
lines with one or two-day sensations that this 
field should not be left to him by the Defense 
Department. Secretary Wilson, abetted by the 
White House, should go into these charges with 
the utmost vigor and determine the fullest ex- 
tent of their validity. 

This senatorial investigation would have the 
country believe that the Central Intelligence 
Agency, which was headed by Gen. Walter 
Bedell Smith in the Truman Administration, and 
now is directed by Allen Dulles, brother of Sec- 
retary of State John Foster Dulles, overlooks 
spy plots which the Senators manage to track 
down. That would be a severe judgment on the 
CIA and raise doubts as to its efficacy to serve 
the country in its critical mission. 

Let’s hear from Secretary Wilson in detail 
about the Fort Monmouth espionage case. What 
are the facts? 
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An Inquiry Peters Out 

Although the School Board’s building commit- 
tee has ended its inquiry into the workings of 
an employes’ “mutual benefit” fund with a 
rather inconclusive report, some good may flow 
from the investigation. 

The committee began looking into the fund 
after it learned that only cash contributions were 
solicited from employes and that no receipts 
were given. The fact the committee had no 
power to subpena witnesses or documents, or to 
compel unwilling witnesses to testify handcuffed 
its operations. 


Even so, the spotlight it threw on the unor- 
thodox fund may well prevent a similar occur- 


rence. The school system’s executive officers, on _ 


the committee’s recommendation, are now pre- 
paring rules for more acceptable administration 
of such funds, and this is all to the good. At 
the same time, the board might consider whether 
it is the best public policy to permit the exist- 
ence of any such unofficial fund, no matter how 
well administered it may be. 
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Not the Man 


Gov. Byrnes of South Carolina ne@is to be 
classified for limited service only at the U.N. 
For him to assume or be allowed to assume the 
role of criticizing Hungary, Romania and Bul- 
garia as violators of international human rights 
was downright nonsensical—nothing less. His 
speech invited the retortyfrom Soviet Delegate 
Jacob Malik to “look at your own state.” Condi- 
tions are not as bad in South Carolina as in 
the three Soviet satellites, but they are bad 
enough that James F. Byrnes is not the man to 
point the finger of international reproof. When 
Ambassador Lodge wants this ball carried in the 
future he should hand it to someone who can at 
least get up to the line of scrimmage. 
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Let’s Have the Names 

Do a majority of the attorneys general of the 
48 states favor leaving the nation’s offshore oil 
reserves in the possession of a few coastal 
states? We find it hard to believe that as many 
as 25 chief legal officers of states which would 
suffer heavily from that course could be so 
gullible. 

Attorney General Brownell, in announcing 
that the National Association of State Attorneys 
General would join the Justice Department in 
the case, listed only 13 states—and two of them, 
California and Louisiana, are among the states 
to which Congress gave away the oil. 

We repeat—do so many attorneys general so 
far misrepresent the financial, educational and 
security interests of their own states that a ma- 
jority of the 48 are in favor of surrendering 
those interests to a handful of coastal states? 

Or is a minority manipulating the National 
Association of State Attorneys General for its 
own purposes on the assumption that apathy 
will deter dissenters from active opposition? 

Arkansas and Alabama are not with the At- 
torney General—they are bringing suit challeng- 
ing the constitutionality of the offshore-oil give- 
away. Missouri, which plans to take part in the 
litigation, is opposed to the giveaway. So is 
Rhode Island. 

Where is the show of names of the 25 attor- 
neys general who would authorize the National 
Association of Attorneys General to act for that 
body as a whole? 

The people of their states have a right to know 
where they are standing. 
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The Sewer Freeholders Look Ahead 


A good deal of hard thinking has gone into 
planning the proposed Metropolitan Sewer Dis- 
trict, and nowhere is this more in evidence than 
in one of the new amendments to the plan. 

Under that amendment, voters could author- 
ize the district to expand its primary function 
so as to take on the job of providing additional 
services. These could include, among others, re- 
sponsibility for supplying drinking water and 
for garbage disposal and the like. 

What makes this approach so attractive is that 
voters could expand the district’s functions with- 
out the necessity of creating individual boards 
of freeholders to plan separate districts for the 
particular service they desired administered on 
a metropolitan basis. 

The formation of even one metropolitan dis- 
trict is a long, slow and involved operation, as 
the attempt to create the sewer district so clear- 
ly demonstrates. The amendment would speed 
up that process considerably, and it would do 
so without compromising the democratic process. 
The people would have the final say at the polls 
on any proposed expansion of the district. 

Also this device would open the way for fu- 
ture economies, since it would be much cheaper 
for a single metropolitan district to administer 
several related services than to set up a separate 


district for each. The freeholders deserve a pat 
on the back for their foresight; they may well 
have opened up a smooth, new highway toward 
metropolitan unity. 
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Include the Earnings Tax 

Gov. Donnelly has acted in the interests of 
all Missouri in calling for a special session of 
the Legislature to deal with the drouth. The 
rural areas, with their dairymen and livestock- 
raisers, are the ones directly affected. But the 
urban areas, with their business and professional 
people, prosper or falter along with agriculture. 

It is most regrettable that the Governor did 
not see fit to include the St. Louis earnings tax 
in his call, but well that he left the door open 
to presenting this matter to the Legislature 


later. The economic health of the rural areas, - 


and of Missouri's other cities, requires a solve 
and going St. Louis. Our financial troubles af- 
fect them in the long run as their drouth trou- 
bles affect us. 

_ Between now and the start of the special ses- 
sion Monday, every member of the Legislature 
should be giving studious consideration to what 
Missouri can and should do for its own drouth- 
relief. Not how little the Legislature can skimp 
by with—but how great is the need, and how 
far State Government can go toward supplying 
what is required.

Eyes on Los Angeles 

Many political observers who saw no signifi- 
cance in the test tube special election in Wis- 
consin for a seat in Congress will now get busy 
on the special election for another vacancy in 
the House. This is the race in the Thirteenth 
California District where an opening exists be- 
cause former Representative Norris Poulson was 
elected Mayor of Los Angeles last May. 


The district, which lies in Los Angeles county, 
has been in Republican hands continuously in 
recent years. Mr. Poulson was elected as its 
Congressman in 1946 and was returned in each 
succeeding congressional election by good ma- 
jorities, 

There is a field of four on the Nov. 10 ticket 
and presumably the outcome is far from settled. 
The revolt in Wisconsin doubtless will cause the 
Republicans to take extra precautions. Un- 
doubtedly the Democrats will now redouble and 
perhaps triple their efforts to carry the district 
—in any case to cut down the Republican vote 
so as to show an anti-Administration trend. 

Whether the President catches on to the sig- 
nificance of what happened in the Eu Claire- 
Chippewa Falls district in Wisconsin depends 
on whether he listens to’ Attorney General 
Brownell or realists like Senator Wiley in whose 
state the revolutionary overturn occurred. 


Mr. Brownell undertook to tell the National 
Press Club in Washington that “the result 
showed no change in the political complexion of 
that district.” The newspaper men laughed 
and no wonder because they know how narrowly 
the Republicans control the House and how a 
few more losses will cost Speaker Martin his 
job and the G.O.P. its chairmanships. 

Senator Wiley engages in no such whistling 
by the graveyard.~ He says the next session of 
Congress “must get down to business fast,” that 
it must enact “concrete farm and other legisla- 
tion,” that “no Republican can expect to win 
simply. upon the high personal popularity of 
President Eisenhower.” 

Clearly it will not be sufficient for the G.O.P. 
to rebuild its fences on the farms. The Los 
Angeles test interestingly enough comes along 
now to suggest how the new Administration is 
getting along in the cities. 
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Two Senators vs. Churchill 
We doubt whether anybody is sanguine enough 
to predict success for any conference with the 
Russians. The record @ fruitless argument is 
much too long to permit such optimism, but 
that record should not be used—as it has been 


by Senator Hickenlooper and Senator Kefauver | 


—to oppose the get-together urged by Sir Win- 
ston Churchill. 

Both the Republican and the Democratic Sen- 
ator say there should be no meeting unless the 
subjects for diseussion are stipulated in advance 
and—in Senator Kefauver’s words—‘diplomatic 
negotiations have reached the point where con- 
crete agreements could be ratified by the heads 
of states.” 

The Prime Minister, hgwever, has suggested 
an informal conference, unencumbered by agen- 
da and retinues, simply because such diplomatic 
agreement has been impossible so far on vital 
issues. He hopes that a little frank, direct talk— 
instead of radio oratory for home consumption 
—may bring a measure of understanding and 
that one good thing may lead to another. 

This may be wishful thinking on the part of 
Sir Winston who is so eager io close a long ca- 
reer with a real contribution to world peace. 
But why can it not be tried? Surely the man 


_who warned the world of the Nazi menace and 


denounced the Munich pact and the man who 
foresaw the pattern of Russia's postwar policy 
is not now turning to appeasement. 

It is all too easy to grow tired of the stub- 
bornness and the fact-twisting and the falsifica- 
tion which have been characteristic of the Rus- 
sians almost from the day the last shot of the 
war was fired, Yet the effort must be continued 
to change this, somehow, into honest and mean- 
ingful diplomacy. Moscow may resist and refuse. 
But at least the record should show that the 
Western democracies never tired of seeking fair 
agreement and reassuring peace for the worried 
millions of this world. 
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Crime’s Indirect Victims 

Crime, which the FBI expects to pile up its 
worst toll in history this year, does not assess 
its charges against the direct victim alone. As 
Lee Thompson Smith, president of the Grand 
Jury Association of New York County, Inc., said 
in St. Louis, the indirect victims pay the costs 
too. And the indirect victims are all of us, 

“Crime causes increases in burglary insurance 
rates,” Mr. Smith pointed out. “It is a threat to 
real estate values. It increases the cost of food, 
clothing, taxes and innumerable other items.” 
Housing costs are increased when racketeers 
shake down contractors for protection. 

The direct victim is oftentimes shocked into 
becoming a more active participant in the fight 
against crime: more eager to volunteer informa- 
tion to the police, to testify, to serve on grand 
and petit juries. When more of the indirect vic- 
tims are similarly shocked into action by the 
knowledge that they are being victimized, it 
will be a bad day for the criminals, and a good- 
day for the law-abiding community.

You men, captured in Korea, signed 
your names to a letter to the American 
people, saying you are going over to 
the Communists because they are free 
and peaceful, and America is neither. 

You might call this a declaration of 
independence, and like the one written 
in 1776 it draws up a catalogue of 
grievances. 

We take it every man has a right to 
make a declaration of independence, so 
long as he is aboveboard about it. A 
man can change countries if he thinks 
he likes another better. All of us have 
only this earth, and our sojourn is not 
long, and the rules should have a little 
play in them. 

Some may say you left your fellow 
countrymen in the lurch and that’s be- 
trayal, but let’s not be tough, You 
didn’t wash out in combat, so far as we 
know. You simply don’t want to come 
back now that you are free to come 
back, so all right. Forget it. You've 
made your declaration and we assent. 

But we don’t say your declaration is 
reasonable or sensible, or gives evi- 
dence you know what you are talking 
about. 

You are not qualified to offer the 
judgment of your declaration. You are 
like children explaining the stars. 
You’ve had it, meaning combat, and 
you know a lot many of us will never 
know. But there is so much remaining 
to know. 


Mind you, none of us can know every- 
thing. We've all been fooled, and fallen 
into many bad judgments. We've got 
some bad men among us, and even 
America isn’t always right. 

But America has been so terribly 
right on so many great days, that you 
will have a hard time finding a people 
in history with a better record. We 
are talking now about all peoples from 
the Egyptians on up. 

Well, you don’t care about the 
Egyptians. You're talking about today. 
Okay. You don’t like Senator McCar- 
thy. You use him as a symbol of what 
you say is a sack of our freedoms. 

But hell, men, McCarthy is only one 
of us. He has some power, and many 
of us think he isn't using it wisely, but 
it’s temporary. 

You talking about just the 1950s? 
Why, this America has a past, a pres- 
ent and da future. It’s our kids’ America 
as much as it’s ours.

From this springboard Miss Van

Chaos Can Be Enjoyable 


LIFE AMONG THE SAVAGES by Shirley Jackson. 
(Farrar, Straus & Young, 241 pgs., $3.) 


No wonder Shirley Jackson's new 
book is already on the best seller lists. 
It is a chaotic domestic chronicle, un- 
predictable and unrestrained.

HE item out of Marshall, 

Mo., mentioning that Vol- 

ney Ashford would go aft- 
er the one-hundredth victory 
of his coaching career tomor- 
row night at Missouri Valley 
College brought to mind an 
interesting survey that butted 
heads with the World Series 
and lost. 


Bill Callahan, Missouri's en- | 


ergetic publicity man, turned 
out as a labor of love two ta- 
bles showing the longevity of 
football coaches at major col- 
leges and the won - and - host 
records of active gridiron 
mentors. 

Bringing Callahan's figures 
up to date—and probably to 
the surprise of no one—Notre 
Dame’s Frank Leahy has the 
best percentage of present-day 
big-league coaches, Going into 
Saturday's game with Pitt, 
Leahy’s combined record at 
Boston College and Notre 
Dame is exactly 100 victories, 
1 gerne ge and eight ties— 


Two percentage points be- 
hind the Irishman from the 
appropriate South Dakota 
town of Winner is 38-year-old 
Charles (Bud) Wilkinson of 
Oklahoma. His Sooners’ open- 
ing game defeat at the hands 
of Notre Dame cost Wilkinson 
the lead. In his seventh head 
coaching season, the graying 
Gallahad has lost only ‘eight of 
65 games, two of which were 
ties. 

Ranking twenty-sixth among 
the forty coaches with lifetime 
percentages better than .600 is 
Missouri's Don Faurot, whose 
Kirksville and Mizzou teams 
have won 151 games, lost 71 
and tied 11. Ray Eliot of Mii- 
nois is No. 39 with 81 victories, 
53 defeats and eight dead- 
locks. 

Getting back to Missouri 
Valley's Ashford, whose Vik- 
ings play Ottawa College, his 
13 seasons at the little Mar- 
shall school have produced 99 
triumphs against only 25 set- 
backs and four ties. 

In Which a Little 
Has Gone a Long Way. 
N A longevity basis, the 
() aviits to win at a mad 
pace is only secondary at 
those institutions where alum- 
ni, in particular, have their 
feet on the ground. 

For instance, the current 
leader for most years coached 
at a major college is Lou 
Little, now in his twenty- 
fourth year at Columbia Uni- 
versity, where the Lions over 
that lengthy period have won 
only 10 more games than 
they've lost. Columbia has 
had its moments since Al Ba- 
rabas slipped away on KF-79, 
Little’s pet play, to upset Stan- 
ford in the 1934 Rose Bowl 
game, 7 to 0. But the high 
spots wouldn't have been often 
enough if Columbia had judged 
its pigskin professor on vic- 
tory alone. 

Missouri and Illinois, simi- 
larly, have kept Faurot and 
Eliot—wisely, it would seem— 
through the bad years as well 
as the good. The Old Master 
of Ol’ Mizzou, second only to 
Little among active coaches, 
has been ringmaster of the 
Tigers 16 years and actually 
returned to his alma mater in 
1935. Balding, bespectacled 
Eliot, who was Ray Nusspickel 
when he played a rugged line- 
man’s game for the Illini, is 
tenth among the big college 
coaches with 12 years at Cham- 
paign. 

Faurot now is 51 years old, 
Eliot 48, not much older than 
the average age of 43 Callahan 
found in his research. The 
youngest head coach in a ma- 
jor post is Jack (Moose) Myers, 
who just took over at the Col- 
lege of Pacific at 28. The old- 
est is Dartmouth’s DeOrmond 
(Tuss) McLaughry, 60. 

In yesteryear, of course, the 
amazing Amos. Alonzo Stagg 
logged 41 of his 57 coaching 
years at the University of Chi- 
cago. Harry Hughes, formerly 
of Colorado A.&M., and Dan 
McGugin, Vanderbilt’s long- 
time football headmaster, each 
served 31 years. And Illinois’ 
beloved Bob Zuppke was 29 
seasons the colorful Will 
Rogers of the gridiron with 
the Fighting Illini. 

That was in the ranks of the 
major football coaches, how- 
ever, because outstripping ev- 
eryone past and present, Calla- 
han discovered, is 75-year-old 
Dr. John E. Dorman, who has 
been continuously on the job 
at Upper Iowa College in Fay- 
ette, Ia., since 1906. 

No one knows how many 
his teams have won or lost, not 
even the good doctor himself. 
Records of his 48-year regime 
were lost in a fire. 

Down Memory Lane. 

NE of the grandest of the 
() «ia guard, Bennie Owen, 

who coached Oklahoma 
from the territorial days) of 
1905 through 1926, was hon- 
ored along with the venerable 
D. X. Bible before the Sooner-

Owen, a foxy, soft-voiced 
one-armed coach, is 77 now 
and still lives at Norman, 
where the Red Wreckers’ huge 
stadium bears his name.

ing players. -

Doctor's Office

ANY children when taken to a doctor’s office be- 
M have so nervously that it makes it very difficult for 

the physician to examine them, much less treat them.

Children should be trained from the time they can talk 
to look upon the doctor or the dentist as kindly persons. 
Youngsters will then in time make no fuss when their 
mouths are swabbed or their teeth are examined, their 
noses cleared and ears attended to. When a child is bathed 
accustom him to such examinations and then he will be less 
nervous when he is taken to the doctor or the dentist.

THE PHYSICIAN, the dentist and the nurse play im- 
portant roles in the lives of children. They should be will- 
ing to spare a little time for the children in their com- 
munity. Of course, they are busy. It is, however, a duty 
of such practitioners to make things as easy as possible for 
the youngsters. Assuredly the prevention of an hysterical 
outburst is worthwhile. It is very difficult for a doctor 
or dentist to treat a very nervous child, especially one who 
is given to violent tantrums. 

It is heartening to hear that many dentists are doing 
their part in teaching children to visit them as a matter of 
course. Besides showing the children how they can turn 
on the water in the paper cup, the working of the big chair, 
the dentists also have picture books handy and also some- 
thing for the young patients to carry home as a souvenir. 

Children’s teeth—like those of adults for that matter— 
are so important to their health that these conscientious 
dentists deserve our highest praise for their personal in-

When “surname” was the Old - 


English “sournoun,” John Smith 
was very likely to be “John, 
the smith”! Originally this name 
was one added to, and therefore 
over or .above, the baptismal or 
Christian name. Sometimes its 
significance was patronymic, as 
in the case of “Johnson”—the 
son of John, which explains the 
occasional form of “sirname,” or 
“sirename.” But, customarily 
this second name designated a 
man’s occupation, or his resi- 
dence or attachment, or some 
definitive allusion to his person. 

Thus, John the fisher, or the 
smith, or the baker, or. the 
palmer—as palm-bearing pil- 
grims to the Holy Land were 
ealled—became the individual, 
“John Fisher” or “James Baker” 
or “William.Palmer.” And as he 
passed this on to his son, the 
surname became the family 
name.

The Crusading Minority Stockholder 


Lewis Gilbert Spends Time Between Dividends Attending Meetings and Asking Questions

NEW YORK, Oct. 15. 


EWIS D. GILBERT sailed off 

for his annual European va- 

cation recently in fine fettle. 
He had just wound up what was 
perhaps his most successful] sea- 
son in the 20 years he has been 
crusading for the “rights of mi- 
nority stockholders” in our na- 
tion’s biggest businesses. 

In the past Gilbert had, by 
popping up in_ stockholders’ 
meetings and asking what some 
people regard as embarrassing 
questions, tangled with such 
titans of industry as Winthrop 
Aldrich, Alfred P. Sloan and 
the late Charles M. Schwab. Now 
he could add to the list of big 
names he had nettled such lu- 
minaries as Gen. David Sarnoff 
of Radio Corporation of Amer- 
ica and Gen. Douglas Mac- 
Arthur, now chairman of the 
board of Remington Rand, Inc. 


At this year’s RCA _ stock- 
holders’ meeting, Gilbert aimed 
a query at Gen. Sarnoff which 
prompted the general to ex- 
plode: “When you have a lousy 
question like .that with a sting 
to it, you ought to ask it in pri- 
vate.” And at the Remington 
Rand meeting, when Gilbert 
asked Gen. MacArthur why the 
general, although chairman of 
the board, did not own a single 
share of stock in Remington 
Rand, MacArthur told Gilbert 
testily: “It’s none of your busi- 
ness.” 


The 45-year-old Gilbert likes 
to be called “the corporation 
conscience of American big busi- 
ness.” Independently wealthy, he 
owns, along with his younger 
brother John, from 10 to 300 
shares in some 600 corporations. 
His only occupation is cashing 
dividend checks and showing up 
at as many as possible of the 
annual stockholders’ meetings of 
the companies in which he has 
holdings to give the presidents, 
treasurers, chairmen and direc- 
tors of these firms the benefit of 
his counsel. 
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ANY of the country’s finan- 
M ciers and industrialists have 

felt that they could very well 
keep going without Gilbert's ad- 
vice, especially since the sum 
total of his business experience 
adds up to a four months’ clerk- 
ship he served as a young man 
in a New York bookstore. 

However, in recent years, Gil- 
bert’s Sir Galahading in the in- 
terests of small shareholders 
has made his a voice to be reck- 
oned with. For jnstance, he may 
attend a meeting of a company 
in which he holds only 10 shares 
of stock and. yet controls as 
many as two million votes 
through proxies signed over to 
him by other shareholders sym- 
pathetic to his ideas. And still 
other shareholders may vote 
their own holdings in support 
of Gilbert's resolutions. 

“The big boys,” says Gilbert, 
“used to. invite me out in the 
alley. Now they invite me out 
to lunch.” 

In the past 20 years, Gilbert 
has ‘attended some 1500 stock- 
holders meetings and his view- 
point hasn’t changed much over 
the years. He believes that 
every stockholder should be en- 
couraged to question officials at 
annual meetings. He believes 
that annual meetings should be 
held in convenient places, on a 
rotation basis around the coun- 
try if possible, to permit stock- 
holders in various parts of the 
country to participate in the 
meetings. 

He also believes that complete 
accounts of annual meetings, in 
the form of post-meeting re- 
ports, should .be mailed to all 
stockholders, and that all direc- 
tors of a company should own 
at least 100 shares of that com- 
pany’s stock. 

And he’ believes that execu- 
tives’ salaries and pensions 
should be kept “within reason.” 

Gilbert, who lives with his 
parents in a large but not lavish 
Park Avenue apartment here, 
started his one-man crusade 
purely by accident back in 
1933. He had inherited from 
his grandfather various hold- 
ings in quite a few large corpo- 
rations and one day got to 
wondering about the workings 
of some of these companies of 
which he was part owner. He 
decided to attend an annual 
meeting just to see what went 
on. 

Being a stockholder, Gilbert 
expected to find himself wel- 
come at the meeting he chose 
for his first foray into the ways 
of big business. Instead he got 
the impression that he not only 
was not welcome but that offi- 
cials in charge of the meeting 
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wished he’d go away and mind 
his own business. 

Gilbert stayed and braved 
the agony of a whole hour in 
which the president read word- 
by-word the company’s annual 
report, which,. Gilbert points 
out, had previously been sent 
to all stockholders of the com- 
pany. The report over, the 
president tried to get rid of the 
few stockholders present by 
making an announcement which 
Gilbert parrots to this day with 
grim sarcasm. Said the presi- 
dent with every indication that 
he had had enough for one day: 
“And now ladies and gentle- 
men, a delightful collation 
awaits you in the next room.” 

But Gilbert had something 
else on his mind besides a col- 
lation. He asked to'see the list 
of the company’s stockholders. 
He was told he’d have to pro- 
duce his certificate of owner- 
ship before viewing the list. 
Gilbert knew he didn’t need 
that certificate to see the list 
and he was right. The stock- 
holders finally got around to 
sampling the collation but not 
before Gilbert had created a 
certain amount of confusion in 
the meeting. 

x» » & 

HAT meeting touched off 
T Gilbert’s crusading career. 

He started studying eco- 
nomics and corporation law. 
Soon he was being labeled in 
newspaper accounts of stock- 
holders’ meetings as “a trouble- 
maker,” “bad boy pestering the 
teacher,” “a heckler,” and “the 
number one pest.’ 

It was in the early years of 
his crusade that Gilbert lev- 
eled his sights on Bethlehem 
Steel Corp. in which he owned 
a few shares. The late Charles 
M. Schwab, founder of Beth- 
lehem, was then chairman of its 
board and was drawing down 
a combined salary-and-bonus of 
$250,000 a year. Gilbert, then 
29 years old, rose in a stock- 
helders’ meeting and announced 
that in his opinion the aging 
Schwab had outlived his use- 
fulness to Bethlehem and wasn’t 
worth anything like a quarter 
of a million dollars a year. Gil- 
bert proposed that Schwab be 
retired on a pension of $25,000 
a year. 

The meeting turned into 
near riot. One stockholder took 
off his glasses and invited Gil- 
bert into the alley. 

The next: year, Gilbert was 
back at the annual meeting 
again proposing that Schwab re- 
tire. This time the founder of 
Bethlehem himself took a hand 
in the discussion and asked Gil- 
bert to withdraw his suggestion.

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Gilbert did but a few months 
later, Schwab’s salary at Beth- 
lehem was cut to $180,000 a 
year. It was a victory of sorts 
for Gilbert. 

“I was satisfied with that re- 
duction,” he says magnanimous- 
ly, “especially since Schwab had 
told me he was hard up.”

Y 1937, Gilbert was well in 
B his stride as the ehampion 

of the minority stockholders. 
People from all over the coun- 
try began writing to him, asking 
advice and also asking him to 
handle their proxy voting. 

In 1942, Gilbert was inducted 
into the Army and, as a cor- 
poral, served as a chaplain’s as- 
sistant in hospitals in the Mar- 
shalls and Solomons. Released 
from the Army in 1945, he re- 
newed his campaign for minor- 
ity stockholder rights. Each 
year since then he has been at- 
tending an increasing number of 
stockholders’ meetings and this 
year hit a new high, not only in 
numbers but in embarrassing 
questions he has tossed at cor- 
poration executives. 

Gilbert made headlines when 
he turned up at the annual 
meeting of the Pepsi-Cola Co. 
and demanded to know the facts 
about Pepsi-Cola’s relations with 
Senator Joseph R. McCarthy. 
Pepsi-president Alfred N. Steele 
explained that the company had 
never loaned money to Mc- 
Carthy but he said a one-time 
Pepsi-Cola bottler had indorsed 
a $20,000 loan for McCarthy in 
1947. Gilbert put himself on 
record at the meeting as a 
representative of 600 shares 
and said: “I and the stockhold- 
ers I represent are very much 
opposed to any United States 
Senator, whether he is Senator 
McCarthy or any other Senator, 
receiving favors from a corpora- 
tion of this nature.” 

Gilbert is against, making re- 
tired generals board directors 
of big corporations unless the 
generals can earn their keep. 
The same thing goes for actors. 
When Robert Montgomery, tele- 
vision and movie actor, was 
made a director of R. H. Macy 
& Co., Gilbert turned up at 
the annual meeting of stock- 
holders and asked President 
Jack I. Straus, ““‘What does Mr. 
Montgomery know about mer- 
chandising?” The Journal of 
Commerce reported that Straus 
answered: “Several of our direc- 
tors are in the same boat.” Gil- 
bert, much to the pleasure of 
some Macy stockholders, who 
were raising cain because of 
the firm’s lowered earnings, 
replied: ‘Maybe that’s what's 
wrong.” 
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ILBERT was present at this 
G years annual meeting of 

R.C.A. The Wall Street 
Journal reported “the meeting 
was one of the most unruly in 
recent year” and that at times it 
seemed it might get out of hand 
completely. 

At one point, Gilbert and Gen, 
Sarnoff, chairman of the board, 
tangled. It started when Gil- 
bert asked why Niles Trammell 
had resigned as chairman of 
the National Broadcasting Co. 

“Mr. Trammell had no differ- 
ences with the management,” 
Sarnoff replied, “in fact we had 
the highest regard for him. 
When you have a lousy question 
like that with a sting to it you 
ought to ask it in private.” 

‘ At the Remington Rand meet- 
ing, Gen. MacArthur’ didn’t 
know it but he allowed himself 
to be nettled by a man who 
was once a lowly corporal in 


_ his own command. Actually 


Gilbert hadn’t expecteg the 
general to show up at the 
meeting and was all ready to 
shout A.W.O.L. But the general 
was there and Gilbert took the 
occasion to ask why MacArthur, ° 
as chairman of the board, didn’t 
own any stock in the company. 
The general pointed out that 
the corporation's by-laws speci- 
fied that a director need not, 
hold stock and said: “I wish to 
state that I am an employe and 
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a servant of the company and 
not one of its owners. I’m not 
as fortunate as you are, Mr. 
Gilbert.” 

The general went on to ex- 
plain that what investment 
funds he had were in Governe 
ment bonds and added: “As to 
what I do with funds I may 
acquire in the future, it is 
neither your business, Mr. Gil- 
bert, nor anyone else's.” 

Gilbert, who incidentally owns 
40 shares of Remington Rand, 
calmly announced that next year 
he would introduce a resolution. 
to require that each director 
hold at least 100 shares. 

Gilbert has lost many a battle 
in his day. But he never gives 
up. For the past 13 years he 
and his brother John have pub- 
lished annual reports of stock- 


holders activities at corporation 
meetings. Last year 8000 copies 
were distributed. The cost of 
printing was $2000. Half of 
this came out of the Gilbert 
pocket; the other half was do- 
nated by small shareholders who 
like to keep up with Gilbert's 
doings and views on big busi- 
ness. 

One battle which Gilbert has 
pretty well won—although it 
does not hold true in the case 
of Gen. MacArthur—is the fight 
for bona fide ownership of 
shares by every director as long 
as he continues to sit on the 
board. 


“We,” says Gilbert who often 
speaks of himself in the third 
person, “have been preaching 
this doctrine so long that there 
are now few companies, whose 
meetings we attend, where we 
do not find directors owning at 
least 100 shares. An amusing 
incident occurred recently along 
this line. A management coun- 
sel was asked by a client to 
name the section of the law 
which made owning at least 100 
shares mandatory. The lawyer 
replied ‘Oh, that’s the Gilbert 
rule, not a law.’” 
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ILBERT says he has watched 
G stockholder attendance at 
annual meetings grow in 
gratifying measure in recent 
years. And he says that stock- 
holders, even though small hold- 
ings put them in the minority 
group, are growing less timid. 
“They've learned,” says Gil- 
bert, “that there is no need for 
a stockholder to remain silent 
and listen to a condescending 
stuffed shirt chairman talk down 
to him.” 


Only recently Gilbert was in- 
vited to make a speech at the 
Harvard law school. He spoke 
on “Corporate Democracy.” 

As contributing editor of In- 
vestor, Gilbert gets a once-a- 
month chance to air his views 
on stockholder-management re- 
lations. Gilbert finds that 
where a lot of people once re- 
garded him as a dangerous 
“radical,” he is today keeping 
some pretty good company. 


“Some people who don’t un- 
derstand my crusade think I’m 
a Communist, this circuit-riding 
stockholder laughs. “I guess 
I’m just an idealist — with a 
practical slant. I find it neces-' 
sary to put an occasional burr 
under the saddle of big business. 
But don't forget that I'm a 
capitalist. I live exclusively on 
dividends.” 


We were interested in what 
Gilbert, a bachelor, planned in 
the way of amusement on his 
European vacation, suggesting 
that he’d probably have a very 
gay time in Paris. 

Gilbert didn’t think so. Said 
he’d be too busy trying to get 
a crusade started for the pro- 
tection and promotion of the 
rights of European minority 
stockholders.

However, after 
he had put up the club ace, 
cashed the heart queen and 
then led the ace and king of 
hearts, he was in for a shock 
when East ruffed the third 
heart. The _ still- outstanding 
trump ace was the setting trick. 


It is true that North-South 
had bad luck, since their com- 
bined holdings fully justified 
the small-slam contract. More- 
over, no legitimate criticism can 
be leveled at the “scientific” 
manner in which they ap- 
proached the slam, showing 
each other control cards in the 
various suits and thus insuring 
that the opponents could not 
win two tricks at the start. 


While conceding all this, 
however, the fact remains that 
South had to be something of 
a dreamer even to think about 
a slam over North’s double 
raise—and so, if he wanted to 
speculate, the better course was 
to bid six spades directly ‘or 
even five spades), thus with- 
holding all sorts of information 
from the enemy. West then 
would have had to be quite a 
guesser to hit upon a club lead!
